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Bi-Centenial Kitchen Report July 9, 1963 


As of this writing the kitchen receipts amount $2,737.82. This figure includes 
the receipts from the barbecued chicken stand which at any other affair would be 
kitchen receipts. This figure is incomplete on this date. 


For dinners we used 146 lbs. beef to roast and 423 lbs. ham to bake. 


For potato filling we used 900 Ibs. potatoes, 120 Ibs. cubed bread, 21 doz. 
eggs, 230 qts. milk, 25 boxes saffron, 10 Ibs. butter and 50 Ibs. onions. 


1050 halves barbecued chicken were served. This required 50 lbs. butter. 
24 Ibs. coffee were used on Saturday, June 22nd. 

200 restaurant size pies were used Saturday, June 22nd. 

62 gallons vegetable soup were used. 

85 loaves kingsize bread were served Saturday. 

93 - ¥2 pts. white milk were served Saturday. 


Through-out the week of June 17 to 22nd inclusive we used: 
2550 Ibs. potatoes for french frying. 
310 Ibs. kremit (french fry lard). 
632 dozen hamburger and doggie buns. 
748 lbs. hamburger. 
141 Ibs. doggies. 
30 shoo-fly pies homemade. 
20 small size baker pies. 
8 cases (approximate) ketchup.
